** An extraordinary book - a sure best seller - a book foreordained to be one of 
the most controversial books of the year - a book that combines the qualities and appeal 
of Cronin's KEYS OF THE KINGDOM and Sinclair's Lanny Budd series. First, it is first rate 
story telling and characterization that has enormous appeal, though not total conviction. 
Second, it has an immediacy in setting, in problems, in intimate relation to issues with 
which newspaper and periodical readers are concerned, that repeatedly has proved its popu- 
larity. Third, in its spiritual values, the handling of the material carries tremendous 
power of interpretation and conviction. In the story of a priest, son of a street car 
conductor, member of a large and variously individual family, the successive steps of his 

mee career, from overworked curate in a city (Boston) parish, to Cardinal, carry the reader 
through virtually every phase that the Catholic priesthood confronts, against the back- 
ground of a half century of our own times. Father Steve has human frailities; that he 
meets them on a spiritual level- and overcomes them- conveys its own message. Disciplined 
by his superiors, penalized by his confessors, convicted by his own mind and soul, he 
grows in grace and strength, as he becomes priest of a forlornly hopeless outpost and finds 
service to his people an integral portion of his responsibility in a material world. Twice 
his assignment has trappings of grandeur - Monsignor in Vatican City, secretary to the 
Apostolic Delegate in Washington - and each time what might have become pride meets its 
own punishment. As Bishop of “Hartfield" he goes through the gruelling experience of 
worsening fortunes in a country torn by crisis, in a world hovering on the brink of catas- 
trophe. As the story ends, he has been appointed Cardinal, and has cast his first vote 
in @ Papal election. But the absorbing interest in the story lies not in the seven steps 
of his ascension, but in the very human aspects of his story, in his part in a family that 
affords almost every expression of human experience, in the relations with others that his 
humanity gives play to - and in the controversial issues and his way of meeting them, in 
word and deed. This book cannot be disregarded as a propaganda vehicle. At almost every 
turn, the position of the Church is strengthened by analysis, emphasis and example. Most 
of the moot questions, the arguments used against it, are met, head-on:- “therapeutic 
abortion” termed "baby killing" by the Catholic Church; birth control; relation of church 
and state and the challenge to office holders of relative authority; “miracles”, their 
validity and handling; church finances; interdenominational relationship; intermarriage; 
the relations of the Roman See to the American church; the use of secular agencies to 
fight their battles; these are but a few of the facets that will rouse controversy and 
some antagonism. In the main, the position taken through the person of Father Stephen is 

& a fairly liberal and modern one. The Boston College controversy and the position of the 
College is reflected - though not specifically identified. The book has implications that 
are social, economic, political as well as religious. There's plenty of action here, and 
Father Stephen is a wholly masculine, vital figure heroic in stature ~- all that a priest 

should be.

* Cast in fictional form, here is the story of the Yayflower, authentic as to per- 
sons and the fairly detailed factual background, and authentic too in the mood and tempo 
of the story. I found it absorbingly interesting, even to those parts of the record that 
are familiar....John Alden, carpenter, engaged to look out for the casks and barrels, is 
the central figure, while Gilbert Winslow, younger brother of Edward, who was one of the 
leaders, plays an important secondary part, with Priscilla, prim daughter of the dour Mr. 
Mullins, and Dorothy, the timid and rather sad young wife of William Bradford, as the foils 
to their story. An amazing story this- in any century- of two tiny ships setting out to 
cross an unknown ocean, with passengers whose religious faith necessitated their leaving 
England, plus the dregs of London's streets, gathered up to fill the quota of settlers, 
and to save the overcrowded jails. The “deal” made with the promoter, to land the settlers 
outside the bounds of Virginia, is grudgingly conceded by the disagreeable captain - and 
landfall made, presumably by accident, within the arm of the Cape. The story of the tedi- 
ous weeks of the voyage, the conflicts of personalities crowded into too close proximity, 
the excitement- and the letdown - when the land proved nothing but a sandy strip - the fear- 
ful penetration into the unknown as a tiny group explored the miles, first on foot, then 
in the newly made shallop, until Plymouth harbor is located, and the Yayflower moved from 
her moorings - and finally, the grim winter months of famine and disease and fearful imag- 
inings of the non-encountered savages, makes for a holding story of the "Plymouth Adventure”. 
A skillful blend of research and an imaginative sense of identification makes it an extra- 
ordinarily successful historical recreation.

This isn't even good trash - but the subway circuit will eat it up, and oh and 
ah over the inevitable resemblances ("purely coincidental") to the author and the success 
story that she lived. But what a cheap and tawdry tale it is, with all the in-and-out-of- 
bed aspects that distinguished Forever Amber, but with a modern setting, so that it seems 
less forgivable than when cloaked with distance and shrouded in costume decoration. In 
this case the “costume decoration” consists of the mink and ermine trappings of sudden 
wealth, the New York apartment done to the decorator's most extravagant dream, and the 
men....She slays them with her beauty, does our heroine, who has written an historical 
first novel that rolls up a cool million or so. Written it while she trails her husband 
during his navy training. Once it was finished, she had to get her emotional jags else- 
where than in her imagination, she filled the empty hours of his war years with men, and 
more men,- a flier, a foreign correspondent, a misunderstood husband, all the stock char- 
acters, including her husband's closest friends. When at the end, the still adoring hus- 
band is given a medical discharge, he finds the pace of her success story too rich for his 
self esteem, and walks out on her. But as the story ends, she is on her way to meet an- 
other potential victim.... And another novel is in the making. And she's proved her own 
theory,- “You can make a lot of money selling the public Love. Very little retail, but 
plenty- wholesale”. ‘What she may not realize is that the author also proves something else 
her heroine says, "It's just as difficult to get a bad idea as a good one." Difficult,

Ge: WORLD WITHOUT HEROES $2.75 


Though heralded as a war novel of affirmation - of belief as well as anger- this 
seems to us more 4 novel of the psyshological phenomenon of the destruction of moral con- 
cepts and socialized behavior in the presence of violence, than it is a study of men as 
individuals through whom attitudes are reflected. The characters emerge as personality 
types:- the steel nerved tough guy, bayoneted by a man who was afraid; the wise-cracking 
medic, gentle under all; the dreamer who hid from reality in his dreams; the bullying ser- 
geant who deserted when it came to the pinch; the bungling captain, another victim of stark 
fear. The characters in final analysis seem over simplified, the types never cut to di- 
mensions of separate identity. The dialogue, while heavily accented with deliberate pro- 
fanities, seems curiously antiseptic and bloodless. The story is concerned with the cap- 
ture of two German towns by American infantry, and some of the battle scenes contain vigor- 
ous and harrowing bits, convincing passages of the terror of combat. A first novel, a 
product of World War II, but not top ranking.

A long, unconvincing historical novel about the wave of revolutionary spirit a- 
gainst Spain which swept the South American continent throughout the first half of the 
1800's. Taking place on the Argentine Pampas and in Buenos Aires, the novel is supposed- 
ly concerned with Miguel, the aristocratic son turned democrat, his beautiful sister who 
unluckily loves a gaucho but is forced to marry one of the many villains here, Miguel's 
sweetheart~ Ana Luz- a plebeian spitfire, and Miguel’s other love, the chaste and patrician 
beauty, Dona Remedios. As the leader of the gaucho troops, Miguel earns the title of Don 
Gaucho and manages to stay alive through a sufficient number of duels, battles, rescues 
and nights on the pampas with Ana Luz to allow him to retire in one piece on his estancia 
with his bastard son, whom he finally legitimizes by marrying Ana Luz... A rather tousled 
treatment of some presumably popular elements, publisher pressure may carry this to its 


predetermined audience.

THE OUTSIDER $2.50 


The insistent, throbbing melancholy of the Latin-American version of the death-in- 
love theme is far removed from the apple-cheeked Hollywood idylls. A recent Argentinian 
importation, this is in the romantic tradition, nostalgically Byronesque, with the author's 
savage treatment of love as a violent medium for the artist's self-immolation. Painter 
Juan Pablo tells the story of his love for Maria, a woman who “understood him”. There's the 
artist's growing world-sickness, the brief ecstasy of touching life and hope through love 
of woman, the gradual disillusioned, anguished gropings to recover Paradise Lost, the final 
madness in which jealousy, despair and loneliness flame into violence. Except for Marie, 
the characters emerge as masks. The locale is Argentina, but might well be any suburb of 
Hades.

& THE GREATER TRUMPS $3.00 


And still another Charles Williams which focusses on a pack of cards known as 
"the Greater Trumps” and which concerns the following: Mr. Coningsby, a petulant patrician 
who owns them; his daughter,Nancy, a typical Young Person with a certain curiosity to in- 
vestigate the unknown; her fiance, Henry Lee, a gypsy, a@ conjurer, whose mind exists on 
dark, untrampled plains; Henry's grandfather, Aaron Lee, who lives in quiet and marbled 
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splendour with the one hope of securing his original pack of cards; his sister, Joanna, a 
kind of mad dog waiting at the gates of Hell; and pure white Aunt Sybil Coningsby who is 
given the power to glimpse at major secrets of the universe. These influential cards are 
the “meaning of all process and the measure of the everlasting dance”, and the Dance con- 
sists of figures (which correspond to the figures on the cards) and which perpetually move 
on a gold table in the house of Henry's grandfather. These figures are lit by an eternal 
light, and when brought together, the moving figures and the pack of tarot cards can reveal 
the fortunes of the world... Not readily understood, this is again a fantasy of a very high 
order which will appeal to Williams' regular readers.

THE SNOW WAS BLACK $2.75 


Again a very deliberate portrayal of a depraved and deadened world, edged off by 
details which are unsparingly repellent, this follows the downward path pursued by Frank 
Friedmaier, a boy of 18, in Paris during the occupation. From Frank's earlier claims of 
having killed a girl, this transcribes a current act of murder in his rather meaningless, 
purposeless killing of an occupation officer. It also shows Frank at home, with his mother, 
& prostitute, and with her changing girls all of whom he beds down; with Sissy Holst, the 
nice girl next door- whom he makes available (in the dark) to his friend, Kromer; and fi- 
nally under arrest, with the long inquisition that follows, to his ultimate admission of 
theft and murder and the willing payment of the death penalty fired by the redemption of 


Sissy's love for him... The half world of sensation for sensation's sake, and its ultimate 
nullification, this is not for the queasy but is- in its way- expert.

The deadend kid, in a current portrait, this tells of Blackie Pride, fifteen as 
he runs away from a County Farm School to Atlanta after the suicide of his friend, Whitey. 
In his adulation and emulation of Whitey, Blackie buys himself a black shirt (in mourning), 
is secretive in his search for cheap and easy sensations, solitary in his activities from 
which he excludes his old friends, Dusty and Hatchet. He has an affair with Mabel, whose 
husband has left her, but is soon disgusted with her coarseness, her submissiveness; he 
informs on Dusty and Hatchet, in an attempt to raise ten dollars, and he fails; and at the 
close he makes a final show of contempt and power in the suicide which is derivative, im- 
itative... The distortion of a delinguent who alternates between conceit and self-pity,who 
is driven towards self-destruction in a final gesture of indifference, this has certain 
graphic, genuine values, but is not for entertainment.

One really good idea here - among the others on display - that of taking a foster 
child from those who had known the concentration camps of Europe, which brings to mind the 
Play Tomorrow The World although here the angle differs. But the boy's story is interrupt- 
ed, played down, for the story of the woman, Pax, who took him into her Vermont home, Pax, 
to make good her failure ell her life to stand up for her beliefs, takes Polish Jan, about 
11, while her husband Bob is still in Germany in the Air Force. She keeps the possibility 
of his being Jewish secret, tries to cope with the lethal repayment Jan makes for slights, 
gives him affection but not love ~ as do her son Tubs and her maid, Pansy. Pax bundles 
Jan off to a boys' school when Bob has an accident and she decides to join him but when she 
learns Bob doesn't want her to come over, Jan is kept away.

This warm-hearted portrait - in the genre - of a mother's mental turmoil on the 
day of one daughter's wedding and another daughter's overt revolt against one of the tenets 
of her religious tradition, is a sustained study of concentrated emotional crises. The 
consecrated union of her daughter Becky and Alex is a terrible contrast in mood to the 
loneliness of Molly who, deserted by her husband, must under the orthodox Jewish Law never 
remarry. But Molly is in love with another and throughout the day of the wedding her 
mother is torn apart within. Inevitably, tragically Molly and her mother clash, fighting 
against the forbidden love, only to draw closer together in sorrow. Finally Mama's under- 
standing of the cruelty of Molly's faithless husband leads to condoning™a decision to break 
the Law. All through the almost minute-by-minute account of the wedding day, the focus is 
on Mama Weinberger - her hectic preparations for the wedding; visits of neighbors who echo 
and stimulate her philosophical asides like a chorus of a Greek play; the clatter and vi- 
brating life of the busy lower East side of New York; and her intense, lasting bond with 
her children. Heavy on the tremulo with all stops out, but definitely appealing.

Once again Jesse Stuart establishes his right to be spokesman for his own native 
Kentucky mountain men- and once again he paints them in warm, likable colors, with their 
crudities, merely surface overlay for their sterling worth. Call it sentimentalizing if 
you will, he gives it a ring of authenticity. This is a tale of a rescue, as Sparkie, an 
overgrown, tobacco spitting sixteen year old boy from the hills uses his own eccentric 
method of fighting to save a fourteen year old city softie, “Did”, and from two bullies, 
and persuades the lad to run away with him to the hills, so he can make a man of him. Just 
how hill justice and hill psychology operate to protect Did from his frantic father's de- 
termination to get him back - how Did accepts the toughening process not only with good 
grace but with eager liking, makes an original if not wholly convincing yarn. Through his 
eyes, the reader glimpses a life comprised of possibly one third hard work as tobacco 
raisers, but a surely two thirds life-o-Riley, with possum hunting, fox hunting, running 
with the dogs (the dogs have almost more personality than the people), setting traps to go 
home, until, at the end, that part of his life tied up with "book larnin'” lays claim, and- 
his father having proved his manhood in fighting fire in a mountain feud - accepts parental 
Claims while putting the seal of friendship on his new “family”.

The father, 
Andy, has tangled emotional values - a sort of acid loyalty to the wife who now bores him 
sexually, a worship of Peg, the daughter, which only at the end does he realize has some- 
thing of perversion in its intensity, a dependence on his sister, Edith, for a sort of 
femily solidarity, a casual acceptance of Bill, his almost grown, and even-tempered son, 
and an erratic enthusiasm for small Betty, checkered with spurts of sudden temper. All of 
this he tries to see himself putting aside for a more complete relationship with Ruth, 
whose unhappy marriage had crashed, and who idolizes him, giving him the admiration he 
craves. Into this situation is thrust the knowledge that Peg is having an affair with a 
married man. He tries to deny it- tries to avoid facing the similarity of situation with 
}\s own - and in running from his own hurt, strikes out at everyone else- eventually 
smashing his own relations with Ruth, and coming close to the edge of defeat and suicide. 
Only when- at the end- he faces his own feelings for Peg as at the root of all the other 
upheavals, and spares her that knowledge, does he know he has reached maturity enough to 
live with himself.... Somehow, while there is latent in the story a depth of understanding 
of entanglements that many people are involved in, the author never quite seems to come to 
grips with vital issues of fundamental character; she keeps her ramifications of plot and 
personality on a level of surface values, surface interpretations. Not as challenging a 
book as Gentleman's Agreement. But a book with certain contemporary challenges of its own.

The first English translation of an elegant and witty period piece by the French 
master and classicist. Lucien Leuwen, sensitive young dilettante, is stationed with his 
regiment of Lancers in provincial Nancy, far from his beloved Paris. To ease his boredom 
in the insufferably bourgeois atmosphere, he ranages the conquest of the provincial nobil- 
ity only to find them equally narrow and himself hopelessly in love with their prize catch, 
the lovely and wealthy Madame de Chasteller. Both the young lovers are too sincere, too 
unworldly to manage the difficult affair without offending the tight little society to a 
degree which precludes success. Using Lucien’s own naivete and pride as the chief weapons 
against him, they cleverly rid themselves of the pathetically innocent lover by allowing 
him to witness the supposed birth of an illegitimate child to his lady.... While lacking 
the pace and scope of the classic, Le Rouge Ft Le Noir, the brilliantly cynical picture of 
the politics and mores of the various social classes in the time of Louis Phillipe are no 
whit less penetrating. The translation by Louise Varese is excellent, the illustrations 
aid in perfecting the social picture, and the biographical introduction on Stendahl will 
be appreciated by the student. The second volume of this work, known in its entirety in 
the original French as Lucien Leuwen, will probably be published in the fall.

There's humor 
in the telling, and a kind of salty philosophy; there's tragedy, too, without sentimental- 
ity. Men who like the sea, men who like fishing, men who like boats - and women too- will 
find this a refreshingly different sort of autobiography. It is a bluntly honest book, 
by a simple, clean living man. He even handles his very unorthodox introduction to the 
sex side of life with a kind of naive simplicity that is characteristic. The end papers 
will be a composite montage of photographs and reproductions of some of Captain Thompson's 
own work. All in all- a book that cant be pigeonholed. Motion picture production is in 
the offing, which should give it special impetus.

Hawkins, R.R. & Van Nostrand 
Abbe, C.H. HOME MECHANIC'S OUTDOOR HANDBOOK $5.95 


A handbook for the home owner with a mechanical bent- for the handyman, rather 
than for either the complete neophyte or the expert mechanic. A very practical book, deal- 
ing with down to earth needs, not a gadgety kind of experimenting. Driveways, walks, 
terraces, walls, fences, fireplaces and grills, incinerators, breezeways, arbors, small 
buildings, game courts, pools- each handled with fairly complete and competent coverage 
from the how-to-do-it angle, rather than the aesthetic. It is the sort of book a librar- 
ian can recommend to an inquiring householder, who is contemplating one or other of these 
projects. Not the sort of book that makes it sound fun so that one is caught unaware by 
the author's enthusiasm. The format is pedantic, with numbered paragraphs for ready 
reference, linking in, presumably, with the index. Lavishly illustrated with half-tones, 
working diagrams and sketches.

de Mille, Anna George Univ. of N. Carolina 
HENRY GEORGE $3.50 


That Single Taxers are still a fairly potent force is not generally known, but 
their numbers are few, their enthusiasm undimmed, and it is chiefly among them that this 
biography of their prophet will find a market. Outside of that assured market, the book 
should carry some appeal, though limited, to students of economic history and development. 
Henry George's daughter has given us a factual, self-effacing but devoted biography, while 
his granddaughter, Agnes de Mille, provides an introduction. Despite a nepotism which 
might be suspect, the man and his principles are presented in the best possible light but 
without undue pleading. The very effort to be objective has resulted in loss in warmth 
of anecdote and personal experience. She tells of her father's boyhood and schooling, his 
training as a printer, as a sailor, his early days in California. But primarily this is 
the story of a cause, of George's devoted pursuit of his principle, through writings, 
pamphlets and journals; through carrying the gospel to England, to Ireland (where he aided 
the Land League), to Australia. His political aspirations and the New York mayorality 
elections, the McGlynn case, etc. As primary sources she has tapped George's own writings, 
personal letters, contemporary opinions, newspaper articles, and so on. A competent, 
scholarly approach, of limited interest.

Northen, Rebecca Tyson Van Nostrand 
HOME ORCHID GROWING $6.75 


This for the fairly advanced horticulturist, one who is eager to undertake some 
new kind of greenhouse development, on a non-commercial basis, or- though with less con- 
viction- the indoor gardener not satisfied with following beaten tracks. Growing orchids 
has, until recently, seemed highly specialized and scientific. This is, however, the 
second book devoted to the project of amateur orchid growing. The author, starting one 
assumes (though this is not a personal experience book) with kitchen window orchid raising, 
now has two greenhouses and some 2000 plants. She discusses the requirements and needs, 
which, she assures the reader, vary only in minor degrees from other forms of horticulture. 
She goes into the wild growth of orchids, tells how from this there developed the techni- 
ques that now make home culture possible. In carefully scientific detail, made intelli- 
gible to the amateur, she discusses cattleyas and their care,- the plant structure, the 
species and habits, the types of orchids closely related to the cattieyas, hybrids and 
their breeding. She advises starting with seedlings- and follows in text and pictures, 
the progress from flask to pots to first bloom. Growing and sowing one's own seed is a 
more advanced step. Data on mineral nutrition, on health and diseases of the orchid, on 
greenhouse management and culture, on use in house window gardens and- with hardy speci- 
mens- in gardens. Some space is given to collectors’ items, but in the main the focus is 
on species the home cultivator can grow. 11 plates in color, 112 half tones, 22 line 
drawings and diagrams.

A CENTURY OF FRENCH PAINTING: 1400-1500 $8.50 


Another superb addition to the growing art library under the Phaidon Press im- 
print, distributed by Oxford. While much of the painting associated with this period of 
French art is controversial in source, identity and derivatives, the editor of this volume 
has - in his Introduction- given the layman a sound basis of judgment and understanding. 
His position is that French art has indigenous roots, was not the outgrowth of Quattro- 
cento Italy and Flanders or of the artists and craftsmen of the court in Avignon, but had 
assimilated something from other countries, made them her own, and imposed these contri- 
butions on the heritage of French mediaeval art, particularly sculpture. He discusses the 
work of the artists he has chosen, many of them known by such anonymous titles as The 
Rohan Master, Maitre d'Aix, the Rene Master, Maitre de S. Giles, Maitre de Moulins, as 
well as the more familiar cognomens, Fouquet, Charonton, Marmion, and he places them a- 
geinst the civilization of their times, the courts of Charles VII, of the Bourbons, the 
historical and social environment. In the main, the paintings here reproduced are easel 
paintings, and in other instances they are identified as miniatures, murals, book illumin- 
ation, etc. Brief space is given to the patrons and sitters, and bits of biographical 
data. Data of interest to the specialist is included in the catalogue notes. With 175 
plates; 50 illustrations in the text; six in full color.

SIX CENTURIES OF FRENCH MASTER DRAWINGS IN AMERICA $7.50

Ethridge, Willie Snow Vanguard 
GOING TO JERUSALEM $3.50, 


A fresh slant on the Jewish-Arab question, as it might be seen by many a casual 
visitor. But frankly it is always a little difficult to believe that Mark Ethridge's wife 
would be as naive and uninformed as she confesses herself to be- first in her amusing It's 
Greek to Me, now in Going to Jerusalem. But in the new book- as in the earlier one- her 
flippancy cloaks a good deal of human interest material and sound information. Unfortun- 
ately, she seems swayed by emotion in direct relation to the shock techniques of whichever 
side presents its case at the moment. That the Arabs had a case was apparently a wholly 
novel idea to the wife of the United States representative on the U.N. Palestine Commis- 
sion - and once this idea took hold, it seemed for the time being, to sweep away all her 
convictions on the subject of Zionism. Syria and Lebanon offered little evidence that 
here was a case for Zionism - and then she went to Palestine, and the Arab cause took a 
back flop. Through personal contacts, observation (she was impressed with the achieve- 
ments of the Jews, disturbed by the one-sidedness of their viewpoint, the violence of 
their partisan interpretation) and a certain native shrewdness, she sorted out the pros 
and cons, and leaves for home with the two sides and the seeming hopelessness of any com- 
promise, as her uncomfortable conclusion. Much of the book is revealing, much of it is 
disturbing. And many people will read this book who would steer clear of any more serious 
approach to the Palestine issue.

ANTIQUE REPRODUCTIONS FOR THE HOME CRAFTSMAN $3.50 


Yates’ purpose in writing this book is, presumably, to supply the home craftsmen 
with the know-how of making antique reproductions - not to give the go ahead on faking an- 
tiques.

Patterson, H. & Conrad, E. 


As told by Haywood Patterson, the leader of the nine Scottsboro Boys, now at 
large although still unpardoned, this is the story of the case which- with that of Sacco 
and Vanzetti- is still remembered as a sorespot of prejudice and judicial inequality. From 
the time when the case began on a freight train out of Chattanooga "with a white foot on 
my black hand", this follows through the scuffle in a boxcar which was distorted into a 
charge of attempted murder and rape. From the first trial which led to two years in the 
death row, to the second trial when the boys were defended by Liebowitz, to the third trial 
predetermined in its outcome under a prejudiced judge, this goes on to the six years spent 
at Atmore State Prison Farm, familiarly known as “Murderer’s Home”, where life was “as low 
as the ground”, and from which- in 1943- Patterson attempted to escape. Failing, he was 
sent back to the prison of Kilby, and after years of torture- finally escaped in 1948. The 
account here of the depravity of life within our southern penal system, both among the 
officials and the criminals, is one of unbelievable horror. It can be hoped, however, that 
with this book public pressure can be brought to secure the long due pardon for Patterson- 
and the sensational, shocking aspects here make this account absorbing. :

RUSTICS IN REBELLION $3.50 
A Yankee Reporter on the Road to Richmond:-1861-65 


Certain phases of the Civil War, as seen through the eyes of the reporter, Town- 
send, the Ernie Pyle of his day in the hearts of those newspaper readers who looked for 
the by-line “Oath”, by which he as known from 1864 on. That this vigorous, colorful re- 
porting should have been forgotten today may be due to the fact that his book, Campaigns 
of a Non-combatant, published in 1866, came too close to the tensions of the war to be 
accepted by either side. To some Northerners, his warm appreciation of the people behind 
the lines in Virginia, where he served, and his recognition of the abilities of the Con- 
federate leaders, the fighting powers of the Rebels, seemed betrayal of the Union cause. 

@ To Southerners, he was “that Yankee reporter"- and thereby suspect. Today, while his name 
means something to the old timers in journalism, his value as an on-the-scene-reporter has 
been inadequately recognized. Sandburg quotes from his columns now and again in his Lin- 
coln: The War Years. But the reissue of his war story, under this new title, should pro- 
vide some intimate closeups of personnel, an ear-to-the ground record of the men in the 
line, and a vivid, first hand picture of the grim thing that war was, a panorama of bat-. 
tles, a personal experience story of the towns, the villages, the people he knew during 
those months when he marched with the Army. He covered the McClellan and Pope campaigns 
for the New York Herald; he reported for the New York World after 1864. He went through 
the horrors of the Seven Days battles of the peninsula, was with Pope's Army of Virginia 
at Cedar Mountain, with Sheridan at Five Forks, and was one of the first correspondents 
who went into captured Richmond. Here's & book which Civil War first-hand-material col- 
lectors will find fascinating reading, North and South.

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the Iowa area, is naturally concerned with the controversial issue of the loyalties of 
American Jews, and suggests a dual loyalty based on the similar democratic concepts of 
America and Israel.

Pishon, Charles Kk, Dutton 
THE VATICAN and Its Role in World Affairs CO BRS 







A comprehensive and scholarly appraisal of both historical and contemporary in- 
fluence - political, theological, spiritual - of the Roman Catholic Church, with an esti- 
mate of the possibilities for a world-wide return to the faith - this should prove timely 
in Holy Year promotion. A translation from the French by Jean Misrahi of Fordham, this 
is primarily of interest to the Catholic audience, but may prove inflammatory material 
with aggressive non or anti-Catholics. Using the reigns of the popes, from Saint Peter to 
Pius XII as focal points, the author summarizes the history of the Church in terms of 
political and geographical influences against a background of dissolution and consolida- 
tion of nations, of states. The definition of the Protestant Reformation as “an opposi- 
tion of spirit" - a Babelian weakening of the Christian faith growing out of a tumultuous 
period and a succession of weak Popes, may produce fireworks among those who will resent 
the imputation of political opportunists to fervid and radical personalities like Luther 
and Calvin. M. Pichon claims they saw their chance to acquire influence in the midst of 
religious confusion. He treats of Church policy in the period between Leo XII and Pius 
XII through the formation of new groups within the Church; he discusses the relations with 
Germany, the fight against the onslaught of Fascism and the greater threat of Communism. 
In his discussion of the Church and the non-Christian world, the author points out the 

@ progress in adapting and consolidating Eastern tradition into Western concepts, and the 
difficulties attendant on this missionary enterprise. But it is in the section concerned 
with Christian unity that the most controversial aspects emerge. He considers the char- 
acter of the Protestant sects, evaluates the Roman Catholic elements in Protestant prac- 
tice and suggests methods for unification- contingent, however, on a return to the mother 
church. The author is by no means optimistic, but in looking forward to a “flowering” of 
the Church he feels it is the sole bulwark against Communism. The last section is an ap- 
praisal of the role of the Church today in the countries of Europe; American Catholicism 
is considered more or less incidentally. The belief in the supremacy of Roman Catholicism 
is ana priori judgment throughout and many will feel that the author is dogmatic in his 
treatment of other beliefs and ambiguous ~- if not destructive - in his assumptions on 
racial issues and minority groups. These phases of his book should be more carefully 
analyzed than is possible in brief review.

And, perhaps surprisingly, when one has entered the marmoreal facade of his mea- 
sured and classical rhythms (with the aid of Mr. O'Connor's illumination) one finds with- 
in more of the Dionysic force, more color, more belief in the imagination as the supreme 
shaper, than would have seemed possible. For Stevens admirers, this fine little book pro- 
vides this key. It is interesting, provocative; it will stimulate rereading for those 
familiar with Stevens, and persuade others to venture into the field of a fine contemporary 

S talent. The book is modestly written with no fanfare of intellectual subtleties; a first 
rate piece of literary interpretation, which ranks high in the none too crowded realm of 
criticism. An audience limited perhaps to poets and literary people. Among them it should 
receive appreciative attention.

A MAN FROM SOUTH DAKOTA $3.00 


The autobiography of a hide~bound, land-proud South Dakotan, with a literary 
flair, who herded and raised sheep and farmed the Dust Bowl of South Dakota during de- 
pression years. This part of his story reflects his very evident love of the land and 
the way of life, no matter what the odds,- ranching and farming, the continual struggle 
against the forces of nature, the elements and the land itself. His prose takes on a 
certain ease. Dakota, the protagonist, takes almost human shape, and there's an element 
of mysticism diluted by the author's sincerity. Unfortunately, his flashbacks to a youth 
with traveling- (Florida, California, seeking health for an ailing father) and a college 
career where he exchanges his superstitions for cynicism and intellectual snobbery - are 
presented in a somewhat confused and stilted manner, quite unlike the facility of his 
handling of the Dakota years. Here is self portrayal of a passing breed of man, tough, 
self-reliant, impatient of lesser man, out of touch with urban thinking, written now with 
skill and force, now with an awkward kind of detachment. Uneven in quality- and somewhat 
limited in sales appeal, though it has the endorsement of an Avery Hopwood award.

Braverman, Sydell THE ADJUSTMENT OF THE BLIND $4.00 


By the author of the autobiographical “iy Fyes Have A Cold Nose and a clinical 
psychologist, this is a general description of the physical and mental functioning of the 
blind, a “demolition” of old fables, and an attack against the “sighted world which main- 
tains the social situation that distinguishes the lot of the blind man from all others”. 
This, in its historical aspects, traces the treatment of the blind back to ancient times, 
to the attitude of ostracism, the first asylums, the invention of Braille, and the gradual 
diminution of prejudice. There are the individual problems of adjustment, emotional, me- 
chanical, psychological; there are the distinctions between the congenitally blind and the 
adventitiously blind; the types of organizations, agencies, programs operating today; and 
always the emotional reactions to be confronted in the sighted, the limitations of pity 
and charity, the injustice of regimentation and segregation...The first presentation of 
the prevailing, present day attitudes of the blind today who are determined to override 
their handicap, this is absorbing reading and is of course of particular interest to those 
in contact with this problem.

THE BEN LILLY LEGEND $3.50 


A biography of one of the last of that solitary race of mountain trappers which 
is based on a personal contact of some years ago as well as on the many legends this man 
generated, which derives from affection as well as admiration, and which has all the ani- 
mation Dobie brings to his books about the southwest. A gentle man, with a philosophical 
serenity, Ben Lilly was in his early, ebullient years a brutal exterminator- particularly 
of bears, but also of panthers, alligators, lions. There are the particulars of his dogs, 
his knives, his amazing animal lore and powers of sign reading, his markmanship (he was 
said to have been able to shoot mosquitoes with 4 .22), his transient marriages, and the 
honor of becoming Teddy Roosevelt's chief huntsman on one outing... There's a nice quality 
here for a book which has a natural appeal to sportsmen, or just plain inside followers 

of the outdoors.

Based on an understanding which is both experienced and practical, Father Flan- 
agan who was best known as the Founder of foy's Town, contributes a book of general theory 
about child education which is as flexible as it is sensible. Believing that maladjust- 
ment, and its frequent concomitant, delinquency, is usually the outcome of parental neg- 
lect (a neglect which may be the result of overprotection as well as omission), he out- 
lines certain fundamental factors:- personality; emotional reactions and needs (security, 
self-confidence, etc.); training the will and habit training; punishment- constructive 
rather than corporal; play activities; social adjustment; and the values of religion.

A slight collection of childhood reminiscences which deal with German-descended 
Fred's days on East 8lst Street in New York City, pre World War I. Here is the ordered 
routine of Grandpa's house; the comfortable below stairs society of cook and maids; the 
regimentation of the seasons, the preparation for winter, the hysterical uprooting for 
summers on Long Island; the protocol in regard to visiting relatives and friends. There 
are, as well as domestic matters, family affairs, the crisis when Uncle Max married a 
gypsy, the problems of poor relations, the inheritance from another, the awaited death of 
still another, new arrivals on the block- an actress and a Latin American refugee, in- 
cidents in the lives of the household staff, etc. There is also an afternoon of playing 
hookey and later the promise of a trip to Europe. Evanescent episodes- these have not 
the vitality of previous, similar books and rely, for their appeal, on the picture of 
German-American upper middle class life in a time gone by.

The Anatomy of the Industrial Community 


A provocative, interesting book - a non-Utopian, workable politico-economic 
model for our present-day industrial society which examines economic, governmental and 
social aspects of industrial enterprise and presents the author’s theories of the desired 
threefold function of enterprise. Mass production, which has divorced the worker from 
production and the family unit from society, requires a new industrial society, so Mr. 
Drucker believes, and he here proposes realignment in the thinking and power of manage- 
ment, labor and the plant community itself. He first considers the distinguishing char- 
acteristics of industrial enterprise, its anatomy and laws of profitability and higher 
output, and then describes labor's rejection of these laws. Part III deals with the con- 
flict of labor and management, the illegitimacy of management as government, the union 
leaders’ dilemma, and the problem of split allegiances. Sections four and five treat the 
function of the plant community, the need of the worker for status in the industrial order, 
and the management function, how and why and wherein it has failed. The final sections 
offer the author's solutions and principles of industrial order:- labor should be consider- 
ed as a capital resource, entitled to a predictability of income and employment, with a 
stake in profits. For management he recommends decentralization and federalism. For the 
plant community, self government. And for labor unions, the responsibilities of citizen- 
ship. With most of the recommendations the author has practical, sound plans for action, 
and he analyzes each problem with clear, incisive commonsense. A text that bears out 
Drucker‘s proved clarity of thinking in previous methods of presentation of ideas by 
charts and diagrams.

Walker, Curtis H. University of North Carolina 
ELEANOR OF AQUITAINE $5.00 


A scholarly and carefully documented re-creation of the life and times of the 
vivacious queen, but less of a portrait than a period study. Wife of two great medieval 
monarchs and mother of Richard the Lionheart and the evil King John, the life of Eleanor 
recounted here from her marriage at fifteen to Louis of France to her death at a vigorous 
eighty-two, reads like an epic - her restless union with the devout Louis ending in a 
manufactured divorce, a scandalous interlude with her uncle, Prince Reymond of Antioch, a 
tumultuous and passionate marriage to young Henry, the future Henry II of England, her 
iron-willed support of her son Richard, flaunting Henry's prejudice in favor of John, a 
charming patron of the arts and inspiration for the Court of Love, and always her steel- 
like defense of her French lands. Her life story moves against the variegated background 
of 12th century Europe with its impetuous and hot-headed monarchs, wars flaming at a word 
between noble brothers, bids and counter-deals for power involving exchanges of land, 
daughters, and homage, and the fairy tale spectacle of the bloody Crusades. The narrative, 
although somewhat antiseptic in perspective, is controlled in style and absorbing in con- 
tent. Some explanatory notes for students at the end, but this has general appeal as a 
conscientious study of a vivid period.

Of almost greater interest are the letters written by various students who knew her then- 
and the impressions which range from “fervent admiration to vast contempt” but are gener- 
ally uniform in the recollection of a brilliant, eccentric girl, a “Maverick” given to 
masculine attire, assertive, able and rather lonely. Of rather special appeal, to stu- 
dents of her art and her most devoted admirers.
